No motive for the attempt or cljo to
the identity of the man who tried to
kill him could be offered by McCann
this morning, other than it H posslDly
some person whom he nas itrrpsted
or friend of some man he has helped
to send to jail.

McCann went home last nig'it be-
tween 9:30 and 10 o'clock, retiring a
lew minutes later. Just alter he had
blown out the light and wis dy to
go to sleep he as brought to hlu feet
b the report of a gun and the whistle
of a bullet as it passed cioso to Mm

Grabbing his gun from a tabu i.e;r-hy-,
McCann got to a screen door ju-- t

Asked why he did not folio and
shoot more than once. McCann paid
this morning that he felt rather cau-
tious about rushing out of the house
when he did not know whether or net
the other man had confederates ne.tr- -

Standing close to the window, the
would-b- e assassin shot ihrot.ti the
lower part of the scrc-n- . Thy cur-
tain on the Inside hung down to with-
in twelve inches of the bottom. Mc-
Cann was lying with his feet toward
the window, and, judging from where
the bullet entered and hit the wall,
its range could not hate been more
than six inches above the full length
cf his body.

McCann states that when he went
home last night he saw four men ride
past his bouse slowly on horseback.
It Is his opinion that one of these men
fired the phot, while the others waited
nearby and helped their wounded con
federates to get away.

While he has no way of knowln
.McCann believes that his bullet in
flicted a serious Injury. The man's
side was toward him when h Khnr
which would indicate that if he was
hit at all the wound was a deep one.
McCann says he aimed at about his
snouider and thinks he hit him there.

Without any clue to guide them the
officers are at sea In their attempts 'to
discover the man who did the shoot-
ing. Their only hope Is that his in-
jury is such that he will have to have
medical attention and through that
means the officers put on the track.

This is the second time McCann
has had to defend himself against an
assassin. Thirty years ago In Pleas-
ant valley, near Tonto creek, he en-
gaged in a pistol duel with flv rattlo
rustlers. He escaped uninjured, but
badly wounded one of the outlaws.
The fellow is now in the territorial
penitentiary.

ONLY 350 NAMES

WILL BRING

ELECTION

Anti-Salo- on People in Phoenix
Intend to Have Question of
Liquor Selling Passed on by
Voters

(Phoenix Democrat
Only 350 signatures are needed to

get an election In this county to de-

cide whether or not the saloons shall
be closed altogether. To get these
signers members of the Anti-Saloo-

legaue, headed by Dr. li. A. liugnes,
have already put petitions in circula-
tion.

Under the laws of this territory the
board of supervisors must call a coun
ty election to settle questions of this
kind if the required number of signa-
tures, are presented to them in the
form of a petition.

District Attorney Dullard was asked
this morning regarding the territorial
law covering elections of this kind,
and replied that If the petition with
350 signers is presented to the board
of supervisors that body must call an
election within about twenty days.

Petitions, which have been prepared
b Dr. Hughes and those associated
with him, asking that the election be
held on February 1, 1908, that being
the time of the year when practically
all the residents of the county are
within its borders.

If it requires no more than twenty
days for the supervisors to call the
election, the Anti-Saloo- n league mem-
bers will have from now-- until early
in next January (n which to circulate
and prepare their petitions In every
precinct In Maricopa county.

The election. If it Is called, will be
held under the same conditions as a
general election, the county bearing
the expense, which in an election of
this kind would be considerable.

Dr. Hughes stated this morning that
he expects little trouble getting thi
required 350 signatures, and believes
that he could get them without going
outside of Phoenix. It Is probable
tbat he will attempt to get a petition
with many more signatures than the
required number.

After getting the election called,
the Anti-Saloo- n league will make a
Tigorous campaign, sending speakers
into all parts of the county, and urg
ing that the saloons be closed up. It
Is not likely that the saloon men will
be Idle all this time.

The form of petition which Dr.
Hughes Is preparing has but a brief
introduction, simply setting forth that
tne petitioners ask the board of super
visora to call a special election to de
cide the question of closing saloons
and prohibiting the sale of liquor in
any part ct the county.

This step taken by Dr. Hughes has
come as a startling surprise to the
saloon men, following so closely on
the passage of the Sunday closing law
that they had not time to get used to
the first until the second was called to
their attention.

Speaking of this new move. Dx.
Hughes stated this morning that it Is
nothing new, being only part of the
announcement he made several years
ago that before the fight had ended
he would have closed the saloons al
together.
